UFO'S IN IRELAND ? 

Unfamiliar aerial obji'ot:; and fstr;ui( 7 .i I'honoinana have bann wifcriosm.'fl by many <j 

over i.ha yearn. Of course through lack of knowled/jd it is very easy to mis¬ 
interpret.. under unusual conditions,familiar objects and natural plienomeno. 

Thev may be unidentifiable to some and yet may bo easily explained by others, 
who .through experience in the field .have been able to examine the situationi 
therefore concluding that the witness or witnesses observed a conventional object 
or e natural phenomena, I think the key word here is experience. 

Experienced UEO researchers usually approach a reported UFO sighting with a healthy 
scepticism, rightfully so, when wo consider the many rational explanations which 
may l>o available. But, there are those sightings, well documented, that remain 
unanswered, 

in Ireland,over the years,there have been many reports of strange objects and 
phnuraena. Some have shown consistent characteriotics similar to worldwide reports. 

The following report summaries are examples of sightings that are compatable with 
each other, showing similar characteristics and behaviour,i- 
l)s- In September of 1980, in Londonderry a small silver disc had been seen 
hovering over a local factory by a few dozen people. It was described as silver 
in colour and a.bout the size of a cart wheel. An observerwho witnessed the sight¬ 
ing was Hr,Martin II, a mechanic for a local garage. He stated that " The diso 
revolved and sparkled in the sun about fifty feet above me." 

Throe work mates joined him and they watched it for a few minutes before it moved 
off. 

The Lonclondei.ry sighting is purely visual.without physical traces. With the result 
that it is of limited merit scientifically.

The following sighting took place in Lisburn,Go, Antrim, over a year previous. 

Sunday May ijth 1979s- (investigated by myself) 

Mrs, Jennifer I), and her husband witnessed a very unusual object from her bedroom 
window, descending from cloud formation. This is how Mrs D described the experience 
to me when I interviewed her. 

They had just woken up at about 9* 15am that morning when their attention was drawn 
to a strange humming sound coming from outside the house. They wet's still in their 
bedroom at the back of the house when they heard the sound. Gating through the 
bedroom window they were amazed to see a strange jverfectly round silver/metallic 
object lowering itself through a cloud. As they watched amost spellbound the object 
hovered over a marshy pond at a height, estimated to be anything from a hundred to 
one hundred and fifty feet. On this point* they were not too certain. As they 
watched the object waver to and fro it seemed to give off a humming sound which was 
constant. They also noticed iliat there seemed to be a kind of bleeping noise coming 
from the object, 

A pony which occupied the adjacent field to the marsh became very disturbed by the 
presence of the object. This pony was normally very complacent by nature, even in 
the presence of low flying army helicopters, which frequent the area. The pony 
jumped frantically about, while the object remained hovering above the pond.

As the object took off, the witness’** 
had thought they noticed a light which seemed to rotate as if the object was spinning. 
They later thought this may have been due to the light reflecting on the surface of 
the object.

Et also defines phenomenon, as anything directly apprehended by 
the senses, or one oT them. So, we have the phrase 'psychic phenomenon 1 . 

The very phrase itself conjures up pictures of strange and unusual occurancep,Of course 
^11 of this In literally true. What 1 b also true ,however,Ls that the actual why , whew 
and how or Blind or psychce, functions is a major phenomenon in itself. 

All the things that we take for granted,so much that we don't even give them any though* 
They are in themselves psychic phenomena. The ability to perform several functions, 
whether simple or complex, at the same time makes the subject of mind and our indefin : >b 
mental qualities and abilities the first psychic phenomenon we should concern ourselves 
with. 

If we split the mind into three levels, t -consciqus, sub^conscious and unconscious,j 
we know that science lias a hitherto undefined Insight into the conscious state. Ihe 
last two states are the subject of our interest and speculation.

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f quite »MKU-l from Uettar*; noUl tending ofteeU, ho h-w become; a major or wall known 
figure in the psychic phenomenon for this century, 

GHiTiTS:- Tins in possibly the most well known, and leant understood , if anythhvi in the 
prsy^bic world is actualiy undersLtxxI f of all the psychic phonomonn, Ghoshs have torn well 
observed and catalogued for centuries all over the world, and even now have not lost their 
charisma and tourist appeal. As in all other things r there are those who do not wish to 
believe. Whether they do or not, the Ghost is the chief challenge to the ordinary , 
conscious, rational mind, 

famous incident is the Ghost of Goodwin Sands, where a schooner is seen periodically 
since its f irst appearance in February 1798* Also the subject of the Flying Dutchman, 
which goes back to l64l, when its captain M.van de Decken was bound from Batavia to Holland 
swo^e he wr nld round the Cane if it took him until Doomsday. Sighting the P 1 lying.Dutchman 
is the harbinger of tragedy and bad luck.

Two hours before the initial sighting, the 2050 outbound Viscount 
freighter from Manchentcrsuffered temporary radio combes failure between fnrtaforry aril 
the Tale of Man, It then juot cleared Itself. The next morning an inbound 0335 Trident 
from ; yidon also imported the some fault in the same area. Again it corrected Itself. Also 
the Radio Sonde transmitter failed when it was launched at 11,30 the previous night. 

Another wrn gased up and launched, and worked normally. Then whilst monitoring the second 
weather ball- mi, the first's then began to transmit. The anLire incident wan without 
precedent at the Mel Station, and remains inexplicable* 

What happened after this event is perhaps morn Interestingi The next morning TV news and 
other media were rebuffed with evasive statements and Irrelevances, So much for 'censorship*. 
But in fairness, the Board of Trad© regulations clearly state that no information obtained 
whilst in the course of your duty may be disclosed to the public, Sn t the censor doesn't 
need to start. These rules even apply to the most mundane events. 

The Belfast incident was never Investigated by anyone,it appears, other than the momentary 
buzz at the airport, 

A further report of similar detail occurcd in November 1963, and this too was treated with 
the same official apathy, RAP radar controllers at Aldergrove tracked a UK;* travelling at 
4,00* mph* Also;- JYeston Civil Control announced that U picked uc an unknown travelling 
at 5,000 luph towards Ulster,travelling due west from them.

J remain convinced that we must look at the UFO enigma from a much wider view point, 
perhaps in a social context, before we will be able to see any pattern, which suggests 
nn :maly sable course to pursue. If we can precipitate from all the material w© have, 
une Foundation stone however . small., for US to build on,then we shall be doing something, 
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Why should It l>o 1 ha! it 1 n ow* 1 y in thirty ^eara that there stranga events have boon 
tvccurtng in earnest.(I&cepting the very recent xist), Some would cay that it wan the maau 
media of TV,radio,newspapar. But, wo have the letter two for the Umt jiart cf the nontiu v, 

and newspapers for a vastly greater time. The prewar newureeel also ployed a major role in 

the dessem illation of informal,Ion, though Lius may have been more propaganda than actual 
da ta. 

Gould it be that the method of reporting,accounts for the public awareness of lIFO’e, and 
the mere generation of reports. Certainly there is a definate effect of jireus/reports, 
However some journalists would discount the fact that reporting over the years has changed 
-a good story is a good story, no matter what decade or century it comes from. 

So wo remain with our original question, 'ins may look at the rate at which our society 
has evolved over the decades In question. More precisely we should Took at the areas at 
which society has evolved, and not evolved so dramatically. Technology has radically chang 
-ed how society has; communicated, and the rate at which it cycles, whilst the way we live 

on a fundamental level has hardly changed at all. It is where the old and the new, and the 

very new, have interacted that society has found the greatest turbulance. This has always 
been the case, but In the recent past it has oocured at a very much greater density. John 
Hind's magi have affected greater change in our society than at any time before. 

The traditional stabilisers .in society, those of the various religions, have become of 
lesser relevance to a greater section df society. The UFO as such, has provided a vast and 
new outlet for people to clench on to after two world war:*.,and now U10 nuclear age. The 
areas of science and its half sister , technology, which created the industrial revolution 
in the last century, did produce a radicle up turn in mystics, seances, etc, in the latter 
part ’if the 19th century. More important was the stagnation of science, and the subsequent 
institutionalisation of 'science', resulting in anything but. 

The same tiling has become apparent with science in the decades in question. The UFO HAii 
BEEN iTGHfED, a constant stream of reports, .and strange occurances have abounded. Alas, 
the only solution Ins been-ridiculous. This generates further loss of faith in the gurus 
of society, as these events go unexplained-satlsfactorarily. Possibly adding to the flame, 

believe it or not, the average |«rann is an extreemly intelligent individual. That is to 
say ar average individual , on his own, can handle relatively complex operations and 
problems. However,en mass, the general public will behave according to the lowest common 
denominator, or by a highly motivated singular force, 

in both cases the main motivator is fear, generated from whatever source, rear being fi n 
the emotions, from t.hc unknown. It can be shown that a r.. ciety faced with 'in unknown 
situation, and thus growing from a state of mild anxiety about their future, to a more 
f ear fill state, will begin to turn to quack religions,see strange things, and bqliave in UHfc>, 
This uao apparent during the the mid 30s, after Germany dragged itself out- of its social 
chaos. Witchcraft and other mystic sciences became rampant. 

But i r social disorder generates UFO’s, which some have suggested, then wny were large 
waves of UFO’s not seen in late lBOO’s, and the prewar years. If we look through our files 
we can trace.some UKO or "airship" activiLy(when there could not have been) in the US, and 
indeed Belfast. 

So wlnt wo could bo experiencing is a major social disturbance, due to the progression of 
technology. Wo have in the latter part of the second third of this century, soon a massive 
war, .nil a horrific effect of what this technology, of mu* society, can produce. This is 
of course the combination ol‘ the two technologies evolving A-Bomhsand V rockets. We call 
utterly* rlentroy oiur^lvds» During the period of the 1950's our R?>c]ety has vastly expanded 
its ability to communicate,increasing the rate of our evulve. it was not until after the 
war 1 bat civil aviation really sprang to life, this and the new medium of televison, have 
brought ub all very much closer .in mind f to each other * 

This was expressly influential in the 1950's, when the foundations for the major social 
changes,were laid,for the 1960*s. It was this period which also saw the explosion of UMJ 
activity world wide. When a corresponding nncial explosion of.the >0*s occured, g moved 
from a newnpanar fad, to a cult status, with it being the vogue to be in a UFO "organlent 
-Ion". It was this period that generated the DUF’fiA and Contact generation >f UFO eocieties.

This rejwt came to my attention the following week after the event* However I was unable 
to complete other than tentative stops In its Investigation, due to a oommon deeoase of which 
our usual editor , John Hind , is presently afflicted* Finals! (MJ), 

Th u of oro It won not until the early summer that fenny Wllnon and myself, m t out to 
investigate wliat has turned out to be a rather intriguing case. 

The wititer* 1 usi denij * i m tori Hm R, Hose, a grandmother living in the email village of 
Qortivvdiv,f'uoglvon near the city of Londonderry, was traveling homo accompanied by her 
tw,« daughters,Mary and Juj and her son-in-law Mr. !>, Harris, from Derry at 1^*30 am on 
the rjipcliI of April 4th 19fl0,Coed Friday. 

A! the tine stated the witnesses saw over the Altnagelvin Houpttal, a red ]®ar shaped 
pbtect with two black landu,hurlsontally across It, a d**«p orarjjje/rad colour, move 
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acrn^fi the sky, dewjend, and then descend again into a housing estate where it dissappeared 
from view, other thin intense rays, deep red, being emitted between the Ileuses. They then 
lost the object for a few moments, when they anticipated they would drive into the object. 
Loosing it again, an they drove through the hilly terrain of the region, they Bpotted a 
nimllar object which had rjson up into the sky, being different in colour, this they 
identified later, in the Interviews, as the moon. It wan this that they looked at for some 
30 to 45 minutes, before finally going +0 bed at 2.00 am. 


The witnesses now describe, with conflicting detail in certain cases, the events that took 
place. Beginning with Mrs B.Hose, her experience is as follows.

Interviewed in her home, Mr g Bose stated that*she noticed a huge red thing, flashing a sort 
of orange red glow, over the Derry side of Altnagelvin General Hospital- At first she thought 
it whs some kind of red balloon, until it began to move over the hospital towards them, 

She described the object as being sort of pear shaped, though from the diagram in her 
letter, a more amorphous figure of ejght shape would seem more apropriate, She also descr¬ 
ibed arough black band horizontally across the pear/rugby shaped abject. It had no defined 
edgG, which may account for the very rough shape of her initial drawing. She said on a 
number of occasions that there were "these red rays" that came from the object, indicating 
their intensity, or the impression they made on her. It is not entirely clear when these 
rays name from it, though it is supposed that she primarily refers to the time when the 
object seemed to land. 


It then came across, from behind the hospital, towards them crossing over 
the r^ari ■ The speed at which this secured is likened to a balloon, moving 
across the sky, by the witness. It then just seemed to drop down, over 
some semi-detached houses on the other side of the road, from the hospital 
complex. It just dropped, or floated down, behind the houses, as it 
descended, She said it appeared to land, but stressed that they did not 
actually see it land.

Her son-in-law, who was driving, turned the car into the estate, to follow it. However 
they got misled in the estate, and where unable to follow the object, which was now below 
the roof tops * All that could be seen where these red rays coming between the houses, and 
a rea light, as if from an intense bonfire. 


The witness, and her son-in-law,Mr Harris, were in favour ot pursuing the waiter further, 
dispite the fact that they were in a cul-de-sac. They wore both in an intrigued and Inter¬ 
ested ntate of mind, despite the hysterical screams of one her daughters, and th£ other, 
pregnant at the time, praying. They then drove out of the estate, and. continued tor about 
a half mile, on their way back hpme. Then the object reappeared, from the houses, Mr Harris 
at tnjs time, didn't know what all the fuss wan about,this "giant moon"* 

They pulled into a lay by, as they were certain they would drive into the object, as it now 
spanned the width of the road. This however was not to be the case. They had thought they 
would do so, as they came round a corner, and anticipated, due to the course a 1 the object 
that they would collide, Mrs Rose, rolled down her window, to observe the object more 
clearly. It seemed to be "on the road In front of us", ft seemed to come tor thorn, thought, 
it war, meant for us to drive into it." They at this point, approximately near Leu s 
Nursery" ff on the main road from Derry to Dungivert. There was no sound, on this, a beautiful 

clear night. 

Sumo confusion now enters the story. There were very few cars about at this time. However 
l[\evt were two which were on the road at this point. One over took the witnesses, as they 
slowed in front of the object. It did not seem to notice the object at all. Another car 
tnrnod very slowly in front of them. Mrs Rose Made the suggestion jovially about some girl 
in the car nJ the' time. Thus, perhaps not a urn* r. singly, this car did not notice the object 
ei t-lier. 


Ghe Rayn,") would like to have stopped, but we drove on". This wao because of the hysterics 

or ivr two "really terrified" daughters, desperate to get out of this, tu home. Thin they 
did/Vhere was talk of these things making people disappear 1 ! The investigators tried to 
Qi'.n 1 '. -ro the nbjecl with varioun tyncu of moons, harvestLc, but they did uni compare. 
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Tho object was extremely bright, it's light thou and reflected from the car seats. It was 
po bright, it wan difficult to look at, a sort, of phoeflourescent, anti luminous, at this 
point, where as before it was red/orange. As they approached the Claudy cross roads they 
lost it due to the hills(foot hill of S n errirt Mountains), 

The next time they saw it , after they had left the first daughter home, was when it was 
seen to rise up, from tho hill, high up in the sky. Here it appeared to stay all night. 
After leaving off the second daughter, Mrs Hose stayed up until 2.00 am looking at the 
object. "We then watched it, as it settled up in the sky, like the moon, and we left tho 
rest off." 

All of the witnesses dr esc 1 be the object at this time to be the moot}* It is questionable 
that the object did 'rise up*, as due to the hilly nature of the road, and the terrain, 
it most probable that it was a rising moon, which was 3A phase at the time, and which 
seemed to rise, due to the relative motion of the car. 

Certainly Mrs Rose supports this, and even said, when asked what her opinion of the object 
was, she said"Oh ye3, the moon". 

However, it Is agreed that this was of a different colour and bandless, unlike the first 
red object. She says that tills first object "I would say it was the full moon ,*but I 
can't understand how it could have moved around. I iiave never had any experience of this 
before, and I often have noticed the moon, on a nice night, like that one." . 

It must be said, that this opinion, that it was the moon, the first time, is inconsistant 
with what she described, and what she said it was, initially. It is felt that that this 
is in response to continual suggestions, by the investigators, that it was the moon, after 
about an hours interview. She had discounted on two occaisions, that it was some kind of 
moon, like an autran moon, or a moon refracted low in the horison. 
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Ihe second witness:- Daughter l,Mary is married with two children, I 
She was the first to see it, and described Itas being very orange. Her account is more 
direct, and less erratic. 


It came up. At the time I was scared. Whenever we first saw il p we knew there was something 
fiuiny about it. We all sensed it. It moved up, right over came across, and down. It just 
drooped down, in behind these houses, Mr Harris was also scared, but he still followed it 
into the estate.where we took a wrong turning and got into a cul-de-sac. I thought it was 
the end of the world, I vius never going to get home, I have never prayed so hard, I was 
really afraid. There was somthing odd about it, something funny about it, Like something 
from another world. Ct was no imagination, it was definite there. 


The main thing about, it was when it moved do'wn. Hr Harris seemed to be hynnotIsed,he just 
moveEj in round the houses, even though he had never been there before. It seemed to dron 
into someone's garden. So of course Jo, she panicked. Hr Harris then went »ut of the estate 
as his oregnant wife was panicking. 

It had these rays, that was the? start of it. 


Less than two minutes,^ mile later, a car passed us t as the object came back from the houses 
as wo turned a comer. It was about 250 yards away. It was roughly the slue of a normal 
full moon. It lost its shape at. one time, It varied in siue, when wo thought we wore going 
to drive into it, it expanded like an ellpso (FA)), We thought It was going to swallow us tip. 
It came that* much further, you would have thought it would swallow you. A car passed us from 
behind us, to the direction of the object, Wg didn't understand how it did not see it; it 
just drove on. 


When gucriad on the black line, she stated that it waa not as if it was a ;:loud between us 
and it. It was as if it,the black line, was on it. 

We lo:?t H, and then as wo came over a hill we saw it again. It \h%xi began to rise up. The 
black line was gone. It wan now a very bright deep orange. 

Summarising; 

She went over the desription of the object/, at first it was so bright, shivering 
vibrating, flashing light, flickering(/is she struggled for words to desrltk* it). It was not 
a natural colour, she had never seen it before. 
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Mr Harris and bin wife dellvet'ed the following-, which supplied several details correcting 
mi sconce nt ions In the originnl aocoinils of the previous witneuBcs- Particularly that of 
the second \ ime they saw the UFU. They had originally stated that they were gc>Vtig to dr Ive 
straight into the object, giving the impression, it was siting straight in front of them 
at the time. Thin was in fact an anticipated event, which they supposed would, happen as 
they came around a bend in the road. M^s Hose had stated that there was only one black 
hand, Hr Harris corrected this and said there were two. He also supplied a man of the night* 
events, tniLings ..f which have bean outlined. 

It was bigger than the full moon, and appeared a lot closer than the inoon, over Altmig 
-alvin hospital, at 12,30 am, (Mr Harris was the driver of the car). They were heading 
home, which is south* 

Asked if It could have been a flare; he replied It could not ivive^been, as K rose up 
in *he sky, and stayed up For so long, it was far too big. We noticed ji In the sky 
ibove the hospital, and passed the remark, that we thought it was the moon. We went a 
mile down the road, when it moved across, and came down, bouncing down, and go behind 
the houses. 

Itcamo down and up and down behind the houses, thought it had landed in the field, and 
we followed it into the cul-de-sac. We could see the glare between two houses. There was a 
very bright sheen off it, though not enough to hurt your eyes. 

It was his wife who, though aparently panicking, was able to give detail on the object, as 
her husband was driving. She goes on to say that there were two black lines. When asked if 
the lines could, have boon cloud, she retorted by confirming that the lines were part of 

the object, and moved with it all the time. NO, being more precise. 

The movement from the hospital to the houses took only about 20 seconds, if this much. 


She ^as asked why sho was so nervous,Jo said that she thought it was coming down to kill un* 
She was terrified because of the mutual fear expressed by her sister,Mary. 

So; they (mltad the car in the housing estate, took a l^ok around, but could not cue it. 

It Jj ■ .d definitely moved about a lot, and then eased itself down, behind the houses, but 
was longer visible. It had not behaved like an aeroplane. 


r*n being queried on whether tie was "hypnotised”, as Mary iiad suggested,ho simply replica 
that he was just curious at what was going on . 


They however saw the intense red/orange rays from the object, through the space netween 
some houses. They then took a wrung turning, and lout it completely* (near DrumfooG Heir* 1 
station). They then went out of the estate continuoing home. 

When a half mile H *wn the road, where they had turned, at the station,*!! came swishing and 
we thought it was going to land on the road. His wife,Jo, started shouting ''you're going 
to drive into it". 

She nald,"I thought it was going to kill us.l thought it was that close, it was going t - 
clear this other car away' 1 . 

This other car drove past us, and this showed that the UFO was still a few yards away, nt 
least, an i he object was still in front of the car, as it drove on towards it* They cannot 
explain bow the ether car could drive past, and not see it.

Conclusion* 

It must be aa.ld ( that we have not an yet pursued possible witnesses in the houses* This

It Is not our credit p that it has taken some months to get secondary investigation under 
way* However the shear distance and lack of time has precipitated much delay, which has 
been unavoidable * 

All of the witnesses have stated, at some time or other, that they thought the object was 
the m i<>n* How much this is influenced by the interviewers is unknown. The moon was there. 
The factors which discount the moon being the colour, motion, and the rings. 

However, the third sighting would fit very much into the moon sxpianation, and in indued 
taken an being tho moon by all concerned. It the first and second sightings which are tiro 
most Interesting, and Indend further data may reveal the actual identity, as if any 
witnesses carl be found who saw it'land, in the estate, then we tritely Irnve a Case. 

Tho main factor nrr Inst the MJK'i * 1 conclusion w uild be the inability of two cars to notion, 
apparently, the object, as surely an object so cUseribed would have stopped themboth in 
amarementj as it indeed lias apparently done with our reportees,

merits tu bo honest accounts of what they perceived* (Tape copjeo available on request). 

WHh the first twr sightings being the most intriguing, ihcy als ■ remain, for tho meantImo 
tho moat, baffling The case rests.

After Enterprise had been wheeled off to the museum(it is too heavy for 
launch, though it may yot extensively modified for BjxicefXight in tho late 80s), the 
sorand nr biter w,<n wheeled out, and mounted *m tho 7^7 for flight to Canaveral* It ms 
during this relatively mild flighl(aerodytiam'cally) that a large (mNE is too many) numl ir 
of the special silicon tiles feel off. This serious failure of the tile to skin adhesive 
waft the primary delay factor, for Die April launch.NASA has never used a Shuttle f or any 
vohiclo, with those tiles. With all other h&at shields, they were tested, unmanned, 
extensively, until they had full confidence in thorn.
